Trade Comparisons. 


Sir PhiNp Cunliffe Lister’s 
review of. Britain's trade condi- 
tions and prospects would haya 
been a great dea}'more {impressive 
and interesting had’ it ‘been less 
highly coloured by the polltien} 
situation, © The President of the 
Board of Trade was obviously 
thinking _ more. of, ,the General 
Election than of, the Board of 
Trade Estimates, and while there 
is no reason to suppose that the 
figures quoted were other than 
accurate in every detail, it is much 
leas certain that they represent 
an accurate index of British trade 
improvement. For purposes of 
comparison, Sir Philip ‘took 1024, 
the year in which-the Conserva- 
tive Government came into power 
as the: base’ year, and upon 1924 
he sought ‘to establish that in a 


period of four years, or perhaps a} 


trifle more, British -exports had 
increased by 4.6 per cent, und 
manufactured exports by 7.8 per 
cent, He also sought to show that 
the first three months of 1929 com- 
pared with the corresponding 
‘period of 1924 showed a still more 
encouraging increase .in’ Britisa 
export trade. It'has to be remem- 
bered, however, that. General 
Elections are notoriously dislurb- 
ing to the normal course af trade, 
and that Britain was in the throes 
of a political campaign in January 
and February of 1924, while to 
furthe® disturb the trade balance 
of: 1924, the country, again, went 
to the poll. in November ‘of that
